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DO YOU FOLLOW YOUR 
INTUITION?

"If I had only followed my first im­ 
pression; if I had only listened to my 
intuition, instead of arguing myself into 
doing something else, I might have got­ 
ten somewhere," said a man recently in 
telling of some of the unfortunate results 
of acting contrary to his inner convictions 
or intuitions.

How often we hear, similar expressions 
from men who have failed to listen to 
the inner voice that said to them: "If I 
only had done as I first thought of do­ 
ing!"

Our inner promptings 
are more trustworthy .than our reasoning 
faculties, which often bring us to unfor­ 
tunate conclusions. The voice that 
speaks to us, wha£ we call intuition, is a 
spiritual sense, which doesn't stop to rea­ 
son, but almost flies to a decision. It 
says a man is all right or he isn't all 
right. If he isn't all right the intuitive 
person feels it, senses it, because intui­ 
tion pierces all masks, all pretenses, goes 
behind all effort to camouflage, to put up 
a good front. It's a good impression or 
a bad impression. It gives you the true, 
the correct answer to your question with­ 
out going through the reasoning process. 

That is where women have a tremend­ 
ous advantage over men. They have a 
much stronger intuition, or spiritual 
sense, which does not stop to reason, but 
flies straight to its mark. Men trust 
more to their reason, and are far oftener 
mistaken in their estimate of people than 
women. Several times I have taken peo­ 
ple to my home, men I have thought of 
allying myself with in different ways, to 
see what ray wife thought of them, and 
when she told me to have nothing to do 
with this one or with that, thai it would 
turn out badly, and I have acted against 
her intuition, I made a mistake every 
time.
